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Vending Concern 
Plans Expansion

American Automatic Vending Corp., large 
Cleveland-based vending and food service com¬ 
pany, will increase its plant and office space 
nearly 90%, with its planned move into a new 
office and warehouse facility in suburban 
Solon. 

The new structure—200,000 square feet on 
john j. cleary a 14-acre tract—will be leased from the city of 
Solon and financed by a $3-million bond issue authorized by 
the community's council. 

Underwriters for the bond issue will be McDonald & Co. 
and Saunders, Stiver & Co., both of Cleveland. 

“WE HAVE outgrown our 



headquarters at 7501 Carnegie 
Avenue S.E. and have been 
searching for a new location 
with ready access to the free¬ 
way system and the railroad," 
said Louis B. Golden, presi¬ 
dent of American Automatic. 

The building will include a 
20.000-square-foot commis¬ 
sary, nearly triple the size 
of the existing commissary. 
More than 15,000 sandwiches 
and salads as well as many 
other prepared food items are 
made and packaged daily. 

In addition to Ohio and 
southern Michigan, American 


Automatic entered the Ken¬ 
tucky and Indiana markets 
earlier this month with the 
previously announced acquisi¬ 
tion of two companies in 
Louisville, Ky., with annual 
sales of about $4Vs million. 

FOR THE fiscal year ended 
Feb. 28, 1967, American Au¬ 
tomatic reported sales of 
$27,940,115 and net earnings of 
$1,124,334, or 93 cents per 
share. 

Golden estimates sales for 
the year ended Feb. 29 this 
year at $31,500,000. 
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
